RIVER AND STEAMBOAT MATTERS. 

The Shotwell gave up her trip. The river has 
been falling very fast, and there is not now enough 
water to enable the large l>oats to go out fully loaded. 

The St. Louis News, of Thursday evening, says: 
The floating Ice in the river opi>osite the city is becoming 
heavier every hour, and this morning itemrfaee was covered 
with one solid, uubroken sheet of ice, that moved slowly 
down stream. The water continues to fall slowly, with less 
than six feet in the channel to Cairo. Although the ice is 
very thick and heavy, navigation is not yet entirely suspen- 
ded. Since our last there have been three arrivals — one 
from below and two from above. Last evening, about five 
o'clock, the Morning Star reached the wharf from New i >r- 
leans, and about the same hour the York State made her 
appearance from Alton, both boats bringing full cargoes. 
This morning the Cora Anderson got up steam, and with a 
Urge cargo and a large number of cattle left for New Or- 
leans. The Edinburg also got up steam, and wilt go out 
light this afternoon for the same |*>rt. The Michigan will 
also leave for New Orleaus this evening. The Delegate, 
Capt. Marratta, arrived from Keokuk last night, and by the 
hardest kind of work managed to reach the wharf, with only 
a piece of one wheel lett, and tlm other entirely torn awav 
by the ice. 

Wo learu that the steamer Vienna, which was laid up in 
the Illinois river at Six Mile Island, was broken loose from 
her fastenings by a cake of floating ice, and was forced on a 
bar, where she now lies in a dangerous condition.

TO THE CITIZENS OF LOUISVILLE. 
The Board of Managers of the Relief and Employment 
Association, in behalf of the destitute and suffering, earnest- 
ly solicit your cooperation. The winter h upon us, work is 
scarce, and fuel Is very dear. The Association has delibe- 
rated 



; ui>on the problem "how to aid the needy without 
; pauperism?" It Is a very difficult problem to 
solve, because, while there are many worthy persons in 
want who never seek assistance, unless compiled by iron 
necessity, there are also many, very many, who would 
gladlv take advantage of the compassionate feelings of the 
community and be supported by the band of charity. Un- 
fortunately there is a tendency in public and systematic ac- 
tion for the relief of the poor to increase the evil which it is 
intended to lessen. The vicious and the improvident 
will idle away their time in summer, or squander 

«eir earnings in dissipation, in the expectation that chari- 
ble societies will not allow them to suffer during the win- 
ter. Such persons, and their number increases every winter, 
do not ask relief as a favor, but demand it as a right, and 
they make the assurance of obtaining it an occasion for con- 
tinqing their carelessness and their vica. The Association, 
seeing thistendeney. and feelmgthat duty to the community, 
as well as real kindnes4to the poor, sternly forbids its doing 
any thing to diminish the inducements to industry and self- 
support, and believing that no system of public charity is of 
actual benefit which docs not encourage the poor to exert 
themselves, has come to the conclusion to make a villing- 
ness to work the test q/' worthiness to receive charity. It 
has therefore established a working department, where good 
instruction Is provided, andgood wages are paid. 

Of course it must extend direct relief , in many cases, to 
the sick, to those who are unable to work, and to those who, 
notwithstanding their utmost exertions, cannot provide the 
necessaries of life for themselves and their children. Rut 
the principles by which it is determined to be governed are 
these: To help those who are willing to help themselves, to 
discriminate In favor of industry and virtue, to discourage 
idleness and thriftlessness, and by prompt visitation of ap- 
plicants at their homes to prevent imposition and to admin- 
ister timely aid when really needed. By acting on these 
principles the association believes that it will best serve the 
important problem pro posed, that it will render efficient as- 
sistance to the needy and not increase pauperism. 

Already the good effects of the system are seen, as 
not a few who have demanded relief this season have 
indignantly refused the offer of work and wages, while 
the worthy and industrious have not only expressed 
much gratitude, but have declared that they would 
rather be helped to help themselves than be treated 
as paupers incapable of all power of self-support. 
Hoping that these principles will commend themselves 
to your approval, the Association respectfully requests 
thai you will contribute to its collectors such sums as in 
your benevolence and kindness you may deem best. Con- 
tributions in food and clothing win be gratefully received 
at anv time at the office of the Association, on Third street, 
east side, between Green and Jefferson.

THIRTY-FOURTH CONGRKSS.-SECOND SESSION. 
Wednesdays Proceedings Concluded. 

Washington, D ec . 24. 

House.— Mr. Phelps explained that his object was 
to withdraw from circulation all depreciated foreign 
coin by receiving Mexican and Spanish garters, 
eighths, and sixteenths of a dollar at twenty, ten, 
and live cents, respectively. 

The committee of ways and means propose that 
the President shall fix, by proclamation, a descrip- 
tion of the new cent coin! The precedent was set 
in 1796. 

Mr. Haveu was fearful that the bill in Us present 
form would disturb, to a great extent, the commer- 
cial transactions of the country, as it proposed a re- 
peal of all laws making any" foreign coins a legal 
tender. 

Mr. Phelps replied that it was the opinion of va- 
rious gentlemen that no such law s would atlt < t the 
commercial value of foreign coins, however receiva- 
ble. 

Several memliers appealed to Mr. Phelps to move 
to refer the bill to the committee of the whole on 
the state of the Union. 

Mr. ltielps said he could not gratify them, say- 
ing that fed do so would be sending it to the tomb of 
the Capulets. 

Mr. Houston remarked that the coins of many 
foreign governments have, from time to time, been 
made a legal tender, and it should be ascertained 
whether suoh laws have expired before this bill be 
pressed to tinal action. 

Mr. Jones, of Tenn., said that the only wav of 
insuring a fair investigation was to send the bill to 
the committee of the whole on the state of the 
Union. 

Mr. Wakeman observed that no man knew bet- 
ter than Mr. Jones that there was no more effectual 
s to destroy the bill, than to give it such refer- 
ence. 

Mr. Jones replied. It has become fashionable to 
say when it is designed to kill any bill that it is sent 
to that committee. The majority, however, can al- 
ways control the business. He "guaranteed if rail- 
road or fire bills involving millions of dollars were 
referred to that committee they would be reached 
before the 4th of March. 

[A voice — That's a fact.] 

Air. Jones made a motion to lay the bill on the 
table. It received only twelve arhrinative votes. 
On further consideration the bill was postponed two 
weeks. 

Mr. Herbert made an hour's speech ia reply to Mr. 
Denver on the subject of land patents. 

Mr. Rice, delegate from Minnesota, introduced a 
bill authorizing the people of that Territory to form 
a constitution and State government, preparatory to 
admission into the Union on a footing with the origi- 
nal States. Adjourned to Friday.

0ne Hundred Thousand Dollars Worth of Property 
Destroyed. — Last night the extensive soap and can- 
dle factory of N. Schaeffer & Cq», on Christy Ave- 
nue, between Twenty-first and Twenty-second streets, 
was entirely consumed by fire, with all the out-buil- 
dings and appurtenances. The establishment cover- 
ed the whole block, and was the most extensive one 
in the west.

When Mrs. Stowed -Uncle Tom" 
jia^scd through its multifarious editions, we hoped 
that the appetite for such publications would be 
completely satiated.

The thirst 
for such publications i- perhaps greater at the pres- 
ent moment than ever before, and the "Autobiogra- 
phy of a Female Slave." just published by Redtield, 
shows that there is yet a deeper depth of anti-slave- 
ry fiction to which the authoress of Uncle Tom s 
Cabin had not attained, and that it is iiossible to pro- 
duce an anti-slavery novel of iulinitely greater merit 
as a literary production and of vastly deeper infamy 
misrepresentation of African slavery in 
than anything that lias yet been pub-

The "Autobiography i 




of a Female Slave'" is pub- 
r, but it is evidently the work of 
a female writer, and the dialogues in the negro dia- 
lect are far more true to nature than any we have 
yet seen. The writer displays an unusual accuracy 
of knowledge of the dispositions of our slaves, but 
lifted by all the anti- 
i are made for the most 
part types of maral excellence and physical beauty. 
They are represented generally as saints and angels, 
while the whites, except the abolition emissaries, 
are painted blacker than the devil himself in wanton 
cruelty, selfishness, and depravity. 

The great demerit of this, as well as all other pub- 
lications of this character, is the selection of isolated 
cases of cruelty in the South, instances which are 
as truly condemned by the great mass of slave- 
holders as by the negrophilists of the North, and 
the classification of all such outrages to constitute a 
picture of Southern slave life. This is as infamous- 
ly unjust as it would be for us to select incidents 
from among the outcasts of society in New York, 
the vilest characters in the most miserable dens of 
the "Five Points," and represent them as types of 
social life in the northern States. 

The tone of tliis book is exceedingly objectionable; 
it is filled with the foulest abolitionism that has 
ever been uttered. It contains the concentrated 
fanaticism of Garrison and Beecher and Phillips 
and Fred. Douglass, but the story itself is full of 
thrilling interest and artistic linish. It is the pro- 
duction of a practised pen. It abounds in beautiful 
thoughts and highly poetic expressions. Considered 
merely as a literary production, independent of its 
gross misrepresentations, false theories, and most 
disgusting ultra anti-slavery aspirations, it evinces 
a high order of talent and literary genius. We 
much regret to witness such a perversion of ability. 
We are pained to see a great genius thus grovelling 
in the mire of fanaticism and soiling its brilliant 
plumage with the filth of ultra abolitionism. 

There are incidents interwoven in the story which 
will be recognized by many of our readers as exag- 
gerated statements of events that have transpired 
in our own city within a few years past; and the 
descriptions of some of the minor personages intro- 
duced, although greatly distorted and perverted, are 
evidently intended for some who have been and 
Others who yet are residents of this city. 

This book will doubtless have even a greater run 
than any of its predecessors. It will be read at the 
North and in England because it panders, more than 
any other book that has yet been published, to the 
anti-slavery prejudices which are there epidemic. 
It will be read in the South to see how much more 
slanderous a publication than Mrs. Stowe's "Uncle 
Tom" can possibly be conceived. 

It is only to be regretted that the writer has 
made it so fascinating that every one will want to 
read it, but while its readers will be charmed with 
the highly artistic performance and the literary ex- 
cellence of the story they cannot fail to be thorough- 
ly disgusted with the effort to represent its details 
as a picture of slave life in the South. 

The Mayor's Proclamation. — We regret that 
our worthy mayor thought it proper to issue the 
proclamation which was published on Wednesday af- 
ternoon in reference to the negro population. We 
understand that it has engendered great fear and 
discontent among the negroes. We very much doubt 
the policy of permitting the slaves to suppose that 
fears of an insurrection are entertained. The very 
expression of such suspicions may tend to suggest 
the idea of insurrection and insubordination to num- 
bers of slaves who would not otherwise have thought 
of it for a moment. We think it would be mnch 
better policy to allow slaves their usual holiday privi- 
leges and to institute greater watchfulness of their 
movements. Thus any mischievous demonstrations 
could be promptly suppressed without suggesting

Dr. Harris, having bet n api*»inted to present the watch 
and chain, si>oke briefly and to the i>oint. as follows: 

"Mr. F ailMJL Having been appointed to present you this 
beautiful watch and chain as a token of esteem and friend- 
ship from the working njeu of thi* house, I perform the 
duty. feeline myself highly honored. Having been asso- 
ciated with you in your arduous and laborious duties for a 
miiiilier of years, I can bear testimony to your strict but 
meritorious and kind management as superintendent of 
this, the largest i>ork-house in the world, and know full 
well the feeling which has prompted this gift from those in 
your employ. 

"Coming as it docs from nature's noblemen— from work- 
ing men— places the gift, I have no doubt, higher in your 
estimation than if it were the richest gem from royal 
hands. 

"You can feel for and sympathize with those who 'earn 
their bread by the sweat of their brow,' and I know the 
value you will place upon this token, and I assure you it 
comes from no sinister motives, but is a gift prompted by 
generous and noble impulses from honest men with honest 
hearts. Accept it, sir, from my hands with the wish of all 
connected with the presentation that your future life may 
be one of continued peace, happiness, and prosperity."

I nave been rude and harsh at times, 1 know, but you will 
all do me the justice to say that I never required more of 
you than I was willing to do myself. Allow me, sir, again 
to thank you all for your handsome present and to wish 
you all a merry Christmas and a happy New Year." 

The watch bore the following inscription: "Presented by 
the employees of Hull, Hunt, & Co.'* Pork-house, Dec. 
25th, l»s56 ; " surrounding a well engraved porker. 

Immediately following the reply of Mr. Fetter, Jim Ty- 
ler, a "trump" among the darkies, came forward with the 
cane in his hands and spoke as follows: 

"Massa George: My res|»ects to you de captain of de 
nigger.- and hopin you will be our captain all de time and 
askln you to please 'cept dis cane and wishin dat you may 
never die and I may live all de time and hopin dat in de

"Jim: I am pleased with the compliment paid me and 
truly appreciate the gift, and if allowed to live to a green 
old age, this cane shall sustain in v tottering limbs, and after 
I have been called to pay the debt of nature it shall be 
handed down to my children, with the imperative com- 
mand, that it shall always be retained by my i>oeterity." 

After the conclusion of the ceremonies, a splendid lunch 
was prepared, of which all partook heartily. 



Skc. 1. Be ft ordained by the General Council of the 
City of IjouUviUe, That, to advance the interest of 
the city of Louisville by securing the early comple- 
tion of a continuous line of railroad from said city 
across Green Kiver, it is hereby ordained that, upon 
the Louisville and Nashville Railroad Company, by 
its President, acting under the direction of the Board 
of Directors, releasing to the citv their right to de- 
mand and receive from said city its bonds 
to the amount of the sum of one hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars, to bear date the first day 
of April, 1857, under the provisions of an 
ordinance approved the 13th of November, 1855, 
the Mayor of said city is hereby directed to sub- 
scribe, for and in the name of the city, fifteen thou- 
j sand of the capital stock of said company, and for 
the payment of said stock he is directed "to execute 
! in the manner prescribed by the charter, the bonds 
I of the city to the amount of one hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars, of the denomination of one thou- 
sand dollars each, bearing interest at the rate of six 
per cent, per annum, payable semi-annually, the in- 
terest and principal to be paid in the city "of Lou- 
isville, said bonds to bear date within twenty 
days after the ratification of this ordinance by the 
; qualified voters of the city of Louisville, and to 
I bear interest at the rate aforesaid from the date; fif- 
; ty of said bonds shall lie made payable at the end 
of one yoar from the date thereof, fifty at the end of 
: two years from the (bite thereof, and fifty at the end 
j of three years from the date thereof, and all to have 
; coupons attached, for the semi-annual pavment of 
I interest thereon, at the rate of six per centum per 
annum. 

Sec. 2. To pay the interest and principal on said 
bonds, as they respectively fall due, an ad valorem 
tax of twentv cents on each one hundred dollars' 
worth of property in the city limits, at the dates of 
assessment, subject to taxation under the revenue 
laws of the State of Kentucky, is hereby levied, 
and directed to be collected in each year, and faith- 
fully appropriated to the payment of said bonds. 

Sec. 3. On the release of "the said Railroad Com- 
pany of their right to the bonds provided to be re- 
leased as aforesaid, the Mayor is directed to re- 
lease an equal amount of stock subscribed under the 
ordinance of the 13th of November, 1855. 

Sec. 4. If the sum herein provided to be j 
levied shall produce a surplus in anv one 
year, such surplus shall pass to the "credit 
of the sinking fund of tho city, and under the 
direction of the Mayor be applied to the payment of ! 
the principal and interest of the bonds falling due 
the succeeding year, and if not sufficient the City 
Council are directed to increase the same, so that 
such sum does not increase the sum authorized by 
the city charter. 

Sec. 5. The stock hereby subscribed shall be di- 
vided among the tax payers under this ordinance in 
proportion to the sums paid by each. The receipts i 
of the collecting officers shall pass by endorsement, 
and on presentation to the office of said Railroad 1 
Company in Louisville stock shall be issued to the 
holders in sliares of one hundred dollars, and frac- 
tional shares, which stock from the date shall bear 
six per centum payable in stock, until said companv 
shall declare a dividend. 

Sec. 6. This ordinance shall not otherwise have 
the effect to change the stipulations between the 
Railroad Company and the city of Louisville, con- , 
tained in the ordinance of the 13th of November, : 
1855. 

Sec. 7. This ordinance shall only take effect upon 
being published as required by "the charter, and , 
upon its being voted upon, and approved by a ma- 
jority of the qualified voters of the city of Louisville [ 
voting thereon, at such time as the General Council 
shall hereafter provide by resolution, as prescribed > 
in article 6, section 11 of the charter of the city of 
Louisville.

Singular and Useful Fact Connected with the Fig- 
ure* 25 and 75. — It may not be generally known 
that any sum can be multiplied by 25 by simply ad- 
ding two ciphers to the multiplicand, or the sum to 
be multiplied, and then dividing by 4. Takeforex- 
ample b%, and multiply it by 25; two ciphers being 
fidued make 6,800, which sum being divided by 4, 
gives the quotient, or answer, 1,700. The reason 
why the amount is thus obtained is as follows: two 
cyphers' being added to 68 have exactly the same 
effect on that sum as if it were multiplied by 100, 
and that sum multiplied, being divided by 4, gives 
the fourth part, or the amount due to 25. Any sum 
may also be multiplied by 75 by the same rule, in 
the following manner: To the sum to be multiplied, 
say 68, add two ciphers, which makes 6,800; divide 
by" 4, which gives 1,700, or the fourth part, and the 
1,700, or fourth part, being subtracted from the 
aforesaid 6,800, leaves the remaining three-fourths 
or amount due to 75.
